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REMARKS 

These reinarks are in response to the Final Office Action mailed August 15. 2003. llie 
specification has been amended to reflect the statiitoiy requirements for deposited biological 
material. Claims 17, 18.and21 have been amended to place the daims in independent foxmat 
Claim 24 has been amended to conect the dependency of die claim. No new matter has been 
introduced. 

T. OBJEr TTON Tn CLAIMS 

Claims 17, 18, and 21 stand objected to under 37 C.F.R. § 1.75(c) as allegedly being in 
improper dependent foraiat The Examiner suggests amending the claims to place the claims in 
independent form. Applicants have amended claims 17, 18, and 21 to place them in independent 
fonn. Accordingly, Applicants respectfuUy request withdrawal of the objection under 37 C,F.R. 
§1.7S(c). 

n. REJETTTON IINDEP TT.S.C. 611 2- SECOND PARAGRAPH 

Claim 24 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 12, second paragraph, as allegedly indefinite 
for Ming to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which {qjplicant 
regards as the invention. The Office Action indicates that claim 24 depends from canceled claim 
15. Applicants have amended claim 24 to correct dependency to claim 16. Accordingly, 
AppKcants respectfiiUy request withdrawal of the §1 12, second paiagrqih rejection. 

m. REJECTION TINDER 35 U.S.C. 811 ? TiTOST PARAGRAPH 

Claims 16-1 8, 21. and 24 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 12. first paragraph as 
allegedly containing subject matter v^ch was not described m the specification in such a way as 
to enable one skiUed in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. The Office Action indicates that AppUcants have provided a 
Declaration describing the deposit along with the requixed assurances, however, the biological 
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deposit requirement aUegedly is not fuUy satisfied because the specification must contain the 
accession number for the deposit, the date of deposit, a description of the deposited material and 
the name and address of the depository. Applicants have amended the specification to reflect 
these requirements. Accordingly, AppUcants respectfully request witiadrawal of the §112, first 
paragraph rejection. ^ 

IV, REJECTION UNDER 35 U,S,C- S S102 and 103 

Claims 16-18, 21, and 24 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C, § 102(a) as allegedly anticipated 
by or. in the altemaiive, under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) &5 allegedly obvious over Burioni et al. (Proc, 
Natl. Acad. Sci. 91:355-359, 1994). AppUcants respectfully traverse this rejection. 

Applicants note that a declaratioii by Dennis Burton, M.D., under 37 C.F.R. § 1 . 1 32 
accompanies the present amendment In view of the declaration. AppUcants request that this 
rejection be withdrawn.
